Israeli Torture Charged 

LONDON, June 19 (OPI!.—A 
London newspaper charged today 
that Israeli interrogators “rou- 
tinely il-treat and often torture 
Arab prisoners.” 

The Sunday Times, in a special 
report, sald a five-month investi- 
gation produced evidence of tech- 
niques ranging from “just pro- 
longed beating” to practices 
“firmly im the realm of torture.” 

“Torture of Arab prisoners is 
so widespread and systematic 


be sanctioned as deliberate pol- 
tey.” 

The article cited dozens of al- 
Jeged cases, including sane. 3 of 
Arabs in Israeli-oceupied terri 
tories being subjected to torture. 

“Prisoners are often hooded or 
blindfolded or hung by their 
wrists for long periods,” it said. 
“Many others are sexually as- 
saulted. Others sre given electric 
shocks." 

The newspaper said Israel “has 
consistently denied allegations of 
ill-treatment and torture.”

Socialists Real Winners in Spain

- MADRID. June 19 INYT'.— 
Although Premier Adolfo Suarez’s 
center-right coaiirion emersed 
with the Jarzest number of seats 
in last week's watershed elecuon. 
the more significant victor mar 
have been the resurgent Spanish 
Socialist Workers party. which 
finished a strony second. 

“One can say that Adoifo Sua- 
rez won the rece” said the lib- 
eral Madrid daily El Pais. “But 
the real winner of the day was 
Felipe Gonzalez.” the Socialist 
Si-rear-old first secretary. 

Lesa@lized by Mr. Suarez’s cave 
ernment only four months aco. 
the Socialists conducted by far 
the smoothest. most professiona) 
—almost U.S.-strle—campaisn 
during the 21 days allowed oy 
the government before last Wed- 
ylesday’s balloting. Air. Goncalez 
crisscrossed the nation in a reat- 
ed executive jet. delivcring ta 
receptive crowds a mixed mes- 
sage of moderation and mili- 
tancy, promising to struggle for 
elementary things like tax re- 
form, free schooling and “culture” 
for all—a word that in Spanish 
means much to poor families thas 
sacrifice and hope to see their 
children get into university. 

‘Renovated Francoism' 

Moreover. Mr. Gonzales was the 
ovly party leader to attack fron- 
tally Mr. Suarez’s eleventh-hour 
coalition, andly dubbing it “ren- 
ovated Francoism™ and stressing 
that it was Uttle more than an 
emanation of the government. 

The stratesr paid off. The So 
cialist Workers party, which was 
founded in 1979. did far better 
than many Spanish potiticians 
and foreign diplomats had pre- 
dicted, taking 285 per cent of the 
vote and 118 seats in the 350- 
member lower house, according to 
the latest results. 

Additionally. the Sociahsts came 
out on top in most of Spain's 
large. politically conscious cities, 
dominating the vote in Valencia, 
Seville and Barcelona, where they 
had formed an effective alliance 
with Catalan Socialists and took 
a third of the province's 33 seats. 
Upsetting all predictivus. the So- 
eialists surfaced as the biggest 
party in the four Basque prov- 
rnees. beating out the conservative 
Basque Nationalist party br 9 
Seats to 8. 

A Hegemonic Force 

Finally, the Socialists did ex- 
tremely well in the eight back- 
ward, restive provinces of south- 
ern Andalusia, which is home to 
many of the party's top leader- 
ship, including Mr. Gonzalez. In 
sum, the Socialists have become 
the hegemonic force in Spain’s 
most politically alert ard nu- 
merically underrepresented sec- 
tors—its big cities and the auton- 
omy-minded regions of Catalonia 
and the Basque provinces. 

By contrast, Mr. Suarez, who 
had said that he expected to get 
8 majority of seats in the vital 
lower house, fell short of that 
goal. despite a government- 
crafted proportional representa- 
tion system that favors the largest 
party and overrepresents the con- 
servative, rural areas where his 
Union of the Democratic Center 
ran well. 

With the final results still not 
tallied, Mr. Suarez has 165 seats, 
or 11 short of a majority. With 
33.9 per cent of the popwar vote, 
he managed to get 47 per cent 
of the lower house seats. 

Luis Apostua, a columnist for 
the Roman Catholic daily Ya who 
was elected on the Premier's 
ticket from Logrono, said that he 
was struck by voters’ insistence on 
real economic and sccial change. 

Iron Consistency ᾿ 

“It is impossible to govern 
egainst socialism.” he said. “Per- 
haps one can govern without the 
Socialist deputies, but one must 
fulfill the wishes of this elector- 
ate that has shown such iron 
consistency. It is ane of the old 
mysths—that the left doesn't 
exist, or is in jail—that they used 
during the last 40 years to de- 
ceive us.” 

The Socialists’ stunning per- 
formance was an unspoken tri- 
umph for Willy Brandt's Social- 
ist International and Helmut 
Schmidt's German Social Demo- 
erat party. which gave Mr, Gon- 
zalon's party advice. respectability 
in Western European Socialist 
circles and, it is widely believed, 
funds.

Basques, Catalonians Push Demands 


Suarez Discusses Cabinet Plans With King 


MADRID. June 19 (UPLI.— 
Premier Adolfo Suarez, the win- 
ner of Wednesday's general elec- 
tions. met with King Juan Carlos 
today to inform him of his plans 
for forming Spain's first demo- 
cratic government in nearly 40 
years. 

The King asked Mr. Suarez on 
Thursday to continue in office 
and to reshuffle the Cabinet, tak- 
ing into account the election re- 
sults. Under the Constitution, 
which will be rewritten by the 
new parliament, Cabinet appoint- 
ments must be approved by the 
Bugs. 

According to results based on 
97 per cent of the vote, Mr. Sua- 
rez's middle-of-the-road forces 
won 165 of the 350 seats in the 
Congress of Deputies, 11 short of 
an absolute majority. The Sociak 
ist Workers Partr (PSOE) finish- 
ed second with 118 seats, and the 
rest was scattered among Com- 
munists, the rightist Popular Al- 
fiance and Basque and Catalonian 
nationalists. 

Cabinet Consultations 


Government sources said that 
Mr. Suarez was expected to com- 
plete his consultations with poli- 
ticians during the week and to 
announce the cabinet around 
June 26—just before the new 
Cortes (parliament) convenes on 
July 1 to be opened by Juan 
Carlos. 

Socialist leader Felipe Gonzalez 
has ruled out the possibility that 
his party will participate in a 
coalition government. 


Speculation centered on 
whether Mr. Suarez will form a 
government exciusively from 
members of his Democratic 
Union of the Center or whether 
he will broaden his political base 
by including splinter groups such 
as the Basques and Catalonians 
or the Popular Socialist party of 
Enrique Tierno Galvan. 

Although the ailing economy is 
Spain's most pressing problem, it 
appeared that the first crisis of 
the new Spanish democracy 
might be the question of home 
rule for the Basque and Catalo- 
nian minorities.

US. Calls on OAS to Approve 


Strong Human Rights Motion 


ST. GEORGES, Grenada, June 
19 (AP).—The United States and 
three other countries introduced 
a strong human rights resolution 
yesterday at the Generel Assem- 
bly of the Organization of Amer- 


It calls for a strengthening of 
the Inter-American Human 
Rights Commission and an end 
to “ summary execution 
and prolonged detention.” 

The resolution, cosponsored by

Unofficial evidence implicates 
a left-wing Lebanese splinter 
group known as the Socialist 
Labor party—the Lebanese wing 
of an undergrownd pan-Arab 
leftist movement headed by 
George Habash, who also is the 
leader of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

Intervention Opposed 

The splinter group belonged to 
the Libran-backed alliance of 
Moslems and Palestinians. The 
alliance was battling against 
Lebanese Christians a year ago 
and opposed Syrien intervention 
in Lebanon's civil war while the 
United States supported such 
intervention. 

The Socialist Labor party ad- 
mitted the assassination at a 
private session of the Mosiem- 
Palestinian coalition, according to 
accounts circulating here. The 
murders were criticized at the 
meeting, but no punishment was 
meted out, The Socialist Labor 
party defended the operation as 
an act of “revolutionary violence.”

AMMAN, June 19 (Reuters).—

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Gulf and Corporate Citizenship 


At first glance. the action of the Gulf ΟἹ] 
Carporation in joining a ‘world uranium 
eartel seems to be an extension of the com- 
pany’s inability to tell right from w«rons. 
Gulf has already beer cited for distributing 
$5 miilion in egal contributions: now it 
$s under grand jury investigation for pos- 
File violation of anti-trust laws. 


From 1972 to i974, the uranium cartel 
frelped to increase the price of uranium 
sevenfold, from $6 to $42. Whether Gulf's 
actions violated the anti-trust code is for the 
eourts to decide. But the Gulf case focuses 
attention on 2 larger problem of corporate 
behavior that will come up again and again. 


Like mest corporations, Gulf seeks maxi- 
mum profits, In 1972, one of its divisions 
had an opportunity to obtain them by join- 
ing a uranium cartel formed by the govern- 
ments of Canada. Australia and South 
Africa. and supported by France. The goal 
‘was to divide world markets and raise the 
price of raw uranium. By law. American 
firms may not participate in cartels that 
affect American markets and prices. and 
Gulf was sensitive to the anti-trust impiica- 
tions. The company assumed its actions 
were legal because the cartel did not con- 
cern itself with American markets. But 
when international producers control worid 
prices, domestic producers will follow the 
world price. especially when that price is 
going up. So even it the letter of the law 
was observed by avoiding transactions be- 
tween the cartel and American consumers, 
the spirit of the agreement was certainly 
felt by American utilities and their cus- 
tomers. 


Gulf was also concerned that the cartel 
sypear to have forced it to join: it was 50 
eager to be forced that one of its own 
managers is said to have drafted the com- 


pelling letter that was signed by a Canadian 
energy minister. 


“What should Gulf have done? Obviously, 
it could have stepped away from the table 
where the world markets were about to be 
divided. That would have cost it some 
short-term advantage: [5 own internal 
memos show that the company wanted to 
become “ἃ sophisticated and substantial 
participant” in the global marketing of ura- 
nium and not lose the advantages given 
members of the club. Gulf could also have 
gone to thé Justice Department to imauire 
about the anti-trust implications, or to the 
State Department to work with a foreign 
policy opposed to cartels as inefficient and 
unfair. 

In a world where some resources are be- 
coming scarce, the temptation to form car- 
tels is certain to grow. especially after 
OPEC's brilliant success. Nor does the rest 
of the world share the American antipathy 
to cartels. Donald MacDonald. the finance 
minister of Canada. says the uranium cartel 
was created to protect Canada’s uranium in- 
dustry from the competitive, that ts, lower 
prices of the American market. 

No doubt, the Gulf case and the anti-trust 
laws passed in the last three years will pro- 
duce the appropriate caution by corporate 
poards. But they will miss an opportunity 
if they restrict themselves to defensive com- 
pliance. The short-term benefits of the 
cartels, even to their own members, are cer- 
tain to be outweighed by the long-term pen- 
alties to world trade: cartels cauSe severe 
dislocations and finally diminish trade. 
American multinationals that are asked to 
the cartel table ean use their influence to 
restrain the ambition of the prospective 
members.

An Election in Spain 


The first parliamentary elections in more 
than 40 years were held in Spain last week, 
and they were almost as notable for what 
they didn’t produce as for what they did. 
Consider just a few of the (happily) missing 
developments: Widespread violence , .. mas- 
sive and obstructive leftist street demonstra- 
tions . . . military intervention leading to 
either a right-wing-led coup or a resump- 
tion in some form of the Spanish Civil War. 
These were among the worst-case prospects 
widely discussed and worried about since the 
death of Generalissimo Franco and the as- 
cension to power of the young King Juan 
Carlos put Spain—belatediy—on the road to 
democratic self-expression.

Emigré Cites Experiments 


Soviet Union Trying to Unlock Parapsychology as Weapon

PARIS, June 19 (NYT)—aAn 
-emigré Soviet physicist says that 
the Soviet Union has been doing

. tary and police purposes.

Most scientists remain 
skeptical that such phenomena 
exist, but researchers throughout 
the world are dedicated to prov- 
ing and, if possible, explaining 
them. Soviet research in the field 
has gone on for years. 

In the late 1950s and early 
1960s, the U.S. Navy and the 
Stanford Research Institute did 
experiments in telepathy to see 
whether ft conld provide an 
undetectable means of commu- 
nicating with submarines. So far 
as is known, the experiments 
failed. But word of them reach- 
ed Moscow and apparently pro- 
voked high-level interest. 

Mr. Shtern’s reminiscences of 
the high-security laboratory 
where he worked and the way 
it was closed only add to the 
public record. The laboratory 
was in Novosibirsk’s Science City, 
a complex belonging to the 
Siberian branch of the Academy 
of Sciences. 

Its head was Vitaly Perov, 5 
navy officer, who opened it in 
1966, Mr. Shtern said. He recall- 
ed that Mr. Perov showed defer- 
ence to two visitors who came in 
the early days to check on the 
installation. Mr, Shtern believed 
the visitors were KGB men.

The U.S. Eeonom ie Seene 


Forecasts for Next 18 Months Mostly Optimistic 


By Thomas E. Mullaney 


NEW YORE, June 19—From 
opposite sides of the country have 
come two of the most respected 
quarterly forecasts on the U-S. 
economy for this rear and next 
year—with striking similarities. 
They were remarkabic close in 
their general assessment, in their 
concero about uncertainty over 
the energy program, in their sat- 


+ isfaction with presen: monetary 


policy and in their desire for more 
fiscal stimulus to Eeep the ex- 
pansion going after next year. 

A significant area of difference, 
however, involved their expecta- 
tions on capital spending. 

‘The forecasts were the latest in 
the round of commentaries on the 
economic outlook, which appear 
at this time each year, covering 
the next 18 months. But ther 
were distinctive in that both 
stand at the top of the forecasts 
that have appeared so far, 

in the East, Lawrence Klein, 
who directs the Wharton School's 
econometric- forecasting service, 
reported on the latest run of his 
model, predicting that the na- 
tion's real gross national product 
would show an increase of about 
5.5 per cent in each of the next 
two years, With the price deflator 
showing an increase of 5.77 per 
cent this year and 6.32 per cent 
next year. He said he was “quite 
bullish” about the outlook 

In the West, Larry Kimball of 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles, which has issued 
forecasts regularly for the last 25 
years, put out numbers that were 
less than one-quarter point dif- 
ferent, except for his estimate of 
this year's real GNP, which he 
said would gain 4 per cent. 

‘Very Optimis-ic’ 

In a recent interview, Mr, Kim- 
pall said: “I'm very optimisne 
about the outlook. I don't see any 
collapse coming in our economy. 


Maybe by late 1975. we may need 
some stumujus unless we get a 
Stronger trend in capital spendinz 
or some orher zip develops, but 
we don't see @ recession likely in 
1978 or 1980 in any event.” 

The Wharton forecasters seem 
to be slightir more concerned 
about prospects for 1979. They 
jook for the real GNP to drop 
to a gain of only 3.2 per cent. 
The UCLA mode! puts the 1979 
gain at 43 per cent. 

Other forecasts issued recently 
br private banking and business 
sources are somewhat less bullish 


on growth and a bit more con- 
fident about inflation than the 
two academie assessments. 


In his latest surves of 36 eco- 
nonue aualysts, Robert Eggert. 
the former economist for RCA 
who now operates his own e€co- 
nomic-service firm in Sedona, 
Ariz, said the consensus shows 
an expected gain of 4.5 per cent 
in the real GNP next rear, with 
the GNP price deflator increasing 
by 6.1 per cent. However. five 
forecasters predicted real GNP 
gains of less than 4 per cent next 
year. 


_New York Stock Market 


NEW YORE, June 19 (NYT).—Stock prices edged higher last 
week, but the limelight in Wall Street clearly belonged to the bond 


market--a sector almost given up for dead only a few years ago. . 


The Dow Jones industrial average, finishing at 920.45, moved 
ahead 9.66 points, for the week. 

Volume on the New York Stock Exchange totaled 114.55 miliion 
shares, compared with the previous week's 103.8 million shares, 

The biggest drama ocewted in tax-exempt securities and featured 
a public offering of $250 million in municipal assistance corporation 
bonds for New York City. The interest rate was an astonishingly low 
7.4 per cent and the issue was snapped up quickly. 

MAC had been an outcast from the public debt market since the 
summer of 1975 and, st one time, its original 9 1 4-per-cent bonds 
sold down to prices that meant a yield of 14 1.4 per cent that was 
free of taxes but not free of risk. 

Last week, some daring investors were laughing all the war to 
the bank At times past, ther had bought MAC bonds on 20-per- 
cent margin—a daring coup that fave then). as ft turned out happily, 
a high tax-free return and the whipped cream of capital gams, 

Corporate bond prices also rose, thereby producing lower rields. 
Underwriters priced a s200-million New York Telephone Co. issue to 
return 7 7,8 per cent, or the lowest yield on Beil System paper in 
more than three and a half years. 

The stock market showed Little cohesiveness. despite its generally 
upward bias. For one thing, such giant stocks as United Srates Steel 
and Du Pont wobbled to new 1977 lows and IBM, kingpin of the 
gilamours, was shaken a bit as some analysts lowered their estimates 
for June-quarter profits. And when IBM stumbles, it is difficult for 
the general market to race ahead. 


At the most pessimistic end of 
the Eggert list was the forecast 
of Lchman Brothers. the New 
York investment bankers. 1t 
predicts a guin of only 29 per 
cent in real GNP, with the price 
deflator rismg 6. per cent. Only 
one other forecast was higher 
on prices—Monsanto Co.—which 
predicted the overall price index 
to inerease 7 per cent. 


In explaining his rather bearish 
View of the economy next year, 
Richard Karfunkle, the Lehman 
economist, said: “I beheve there 
will be less push from inventor; 
building because the pipeline wil! 
be aware of how close to the end 
of the tether consumer-demand 
increments really are.” 


By the fourth quarter of this 
year, he believes, consumer de- 
mand for soft goods wil! begin to 
slip below the levels of a year 
ago, as the public shows less ui- 
terest in apparel. He also expects 
a decline of 5 to 6 per cent in 
auto sales next yea , but greater 
interest in household durables. 

Even more pessimistic was 
another respected economist not 
included in the Eggert survey-- 
Michael Evans, president of 
Chase Econometrics. He sees rol 
growth down to 2 per cent or less 
next year, “because the economy 
is running out of steam like it 
did in 1960-61." 


_ The Wharton forecast said that 
it expects “the strength of the 
economy to come from the in- 
vestment sector.” Constant-dollar 
mvestment in plant and equip- 
ment, τσ predicted, will increase 
1: per cent this year and 14 
per cent next year. The UCLA 
analysis, however, said that cnu- 
tion will continue through 1986, 
and said thet it looked for real 
expenditure gains of only 7 per 
cent for nonresidential fixed in- 
vestment this year and each of 
the next two years.

of their lives Baker 
whereas New 
Yorkers have not. It is con- 


eeivable that we have a danger- 
ously low tolerance to high-grade 
air and that long exposure to 
the stuff may produce hitherto 
uasuspected ailments, Almost 
everything we've been exposed io 
for the past 30 years seems to 
be producing hitherto unsuspect- 
ed ailments these days, and who 
is to say that high-grade air 
might not turn out to be just 
as bad for us as the saccharin, 
fried eggs or butter fat? 


On the other hand. few New 
Yorkers would want the local air 
to become much worse. Cn bal- 
ance, most of us have adjusted 
our life expectancies to the pres- 
ent air consistency. recognized 
that it is eroding us away at 
2 fairly reasonable clip and gear- 
ed our lives to get in as much 
activity as possible before the air 
finishes its work. 

This is one reason New York 
is such ἃ hectic place. Everybody 
wants to get in a full lifetime 
before the air wears him down. 
If the air gets much worse, we 
shall have to speed up to a pace 
that will enable us to cram τὸ 
resrs of living into 30 or 35 years. 
and New York would probably 
Tly to pteces under the strain of 
the acceleration. 

This is why the parking ban 
in Manhattan ought to be repeal- 
ed immediately. The clean air 
people who persuaded the courts 
to order the ban have the best 
of intentions, but they don't un- 
derstand what they are doing. 
What they are doing is threaten- 
ing to poison us. 

Their idea is that if you make 
it impossible for people to park, 
they will stop bringing cars to 
town, And if they stop bringing 
cars to town, the air will stop 
being corrosive gas. 

Very logical The trouble is 
that the clean air people are not 
dealing with a logical situation. 
They are dealing with the rela- 
tionship between people and 
automobiles, which is entirely ir- 
rational. if they had paid any 


attention to the parking scene 
in New York. they would hare 
foreseen the disaster potential in 
the present scheme,

Manhattan has always been im- 
possible. If reason affected peo- 
‘pie behind steering wheels, New 
Yorkers would have given up cars 
years ago and outsiders would 
have stopped driving into the 
city.

What they did do was start 
warping their lives to pursue the 
bunt for the impossible parking 
space. And so, at all hours of 
the day and night, you see 
maniacally single-minded motor- 
ists slowly cruising the streets 
in search of a few feet of open 
curb space.

They are late for appointments 
and late for work. They miss 
assignations, miss dinner, miss 
parties to pursue the relentless 
quest. Many would probably miss 
their own weddings. Call it in- 
sene. but there is the fact. In 
a city where parking is impos- 
sible. humanity will drive forever 
if necessary in pursuit of the 
white whale. 

Tt would be useful to know 
what quantity of New York's air 
pollution is caused by the emis- 
sions of these indomitable park- 
ing space hunters. It is not the 
parked car. after 81}, that is 
poisoning the air, but the car 
prowling forever in search of 
quiet haven at the impossible 
curb. 

It is a New York custom when 
impossibility 15 conceded to dou- 
ble park the machine and leave 
the engine running with blinker 
lights flashing. thus pumping 
more noxious gases into the city. 
How much more effective for 
the cause of clean air to provide 
more parking spaces so that these 
fume pumpers might be sup- 
Pressed. 


If parking is impossible, yet 
people still pursue the impossible 
dream, what should we expect 
if we make parking more impos- 
sible? The environmentelists 
seem to believe that the car peo- 
ple will finally see the futility 
of their ways and make peace 
with the subway. 

It is a foolish expectation, gen- 
erated perhaps by the environ- 
mentalists’ bitter dislike for the 
automobile. In the passion of 
their antagonism for the king of 
polluters, they are tempted to 
crush it with draconian suppres- 
sion, and their enmity blinds 
them to the uncrushable spirit 
of the car peopte. 

By making parking more im- 
possible than it used to be, ther 
cause more cars than ever to 
spend more millions of hours 
each day slowly cruising, more 
rapidiy poisoning the air, in 
search of the undiscoverable, the 
dream of the wnconquerahle 
spirit behind the steering wheel.

TLANTA (UPI).—Every month, 

am average of 5.000 Ameri- 
cans appea] to the federal gor- 
ernment for help im quitting 
cigarette smoking. 

Dr. Daniel Horn, director of 
the National Clearinghouse for 
Smoking and Health, says the 
appeals come from adults, teen- 
agers and teachers who want to 
help others kick the habit. 

“There are 54 milllon Ameri- 
cans who smoke cigarettes,’ Dr. 
Horn seid. “And we've found 
that about 75 to 80 per cent of 
them wart to quit.” 

They get help in the form of 
information kits costing taxpay- 
ers 15-20 cents. “That's less than 
half the cost of a pack of ciga- 
rettes,” Dr. Horn said. 

There are separate information 
packets for adults and teen-agers 
but both contain a “Smoker's 
Self-Testing Kit.” designed to 
help smokers assess their own 
Probiem and how they feel 
about it. 

Dr. Horn said that the National 
Clearinghouse, an agency of the 
National Center for Disease Con- 
trol, is not trying to persuade 
anyone to quit smoking through 
its information kits. 

“The people we hear from usu- 
ally write in because they want 
to quit. ‘They are good people to 
work with because they have a 
strong desire to quit. What we're 
trying to do is provide them with 
some guidelines on how to quit. 
They can't get this help any- 
where else.” 


The Message 


The message in the informa- 
tion packets that go out daily

from the National Clearinghouse 
is that there are a lot of ways 
to quit, Dr. Horn said. “There 


‘The smoker’s seif-testing kit, 
put together by Horn—who is a 
psychologist and an ex-smoker 
himselfi—contains four short tests 
“to help you find out what you 
know about cigarette 
and how you feel about it.” 


London Dealer
